In the hoW® of commoris yesterday 
Sir Thomas White, minister of finance, 
made his budget speech, in which he 
outlined the proposed — taxation 
There were no changes made in the 
tariff and no tax will be imposed upon 
incomes of private individuals. 

The new taxation proposal is to 

take from all persons, firms and com- 
panies liable under ‘the existing war 
tax 50 per cent of all profits in excess 
of 15 per cent, but not exceeding 20 
per cent per annum, and 75 per cent 
of profits in excess of 20 per cent 
per annum on capital, The presen 
tax is 25 per cent on profits above 
seven per cent in the case of incor- 
porated companies, and 25 per cent on 
profits exceeding 10 per cent in the 
case of partnerships, etc. 
, Under the new legislation, com- 
panies will be taxed at the present 
rate up o 15 per cent between 15 and 
20 per cent the government will take 
one-half the profits, and beyond 20 
per cent three-fourths the profits, 

The minigter of finance expressed 
the opinion that the increase in the 
business war tax will affect more par- 
ticularly manufacturers of munitions 
and other war supplies, He made no 
estimate of the amount of increased 
revenue he expects to secure, beyond” 
saying that he anticipated a substan- 
tial additional revenue.

English Hospital Confronts 
Equally Big Problem—Steward 
Boasts “No Waste” 


When 1,680 patients have to be fed 
daily—many of them on special diets 
—the problem becomes a trifle in- 
volved. For instance, on the days 
when steak-and-kidney’ ple figures on 
the menu ‘750 pounds of steak’ and 
kidney is used; while, in addition, 
about eighty chickens are used daily 
Bach ‘chicken provides, portions for 
two nien on special diet; while when 
rabbit pies are the day’s main dish no 
less than 400 rabbits are needed, and 
here three portion’ are made wrom 
each bunny. Some of the averages 
include 1,500 eggs, 940 pounds of 
Sausages (two twice weekly) 700 
pounds of beef or mutton, and 1,000 

junds of bread per day. Bacon for 
reakfast amounts to 2,600 rashers 
each of which weighs 2 ounces. As 
every man’s allowance {is 4 ounces, 
he gets two. rashers, which are cut 
to a nicety by machines. 


Fine Variety 


Three meals constitute the sol- 
dier’s daily food; but in this great 
hospital the organization is so efficient 
and economical that the catering 
steward has been able to provide fish, 
or sausages, or cold ham each day for 
breakfast in addition, a pudding for 
dinner, garden stuff or jam for tea, 
and, on alternate nights, bread-and- 
butter. and cocoa, or bread and soup, 
for supper.

The Argentina government has 
sent to Germany ah energetic note de- 
manding complete satisfaction for the 
sinking of the Argentiansailing ship 
Monte Protegido. The Argentinian 
minister is instructed to break off re- 
lations immediately if Germany at- 
tempts to evade responsibility for the 
loss of the vessel. 

The instructions sent to the minis- 
ter are that Argentina will permit of 
no evasion or.delay by Germany. He 
is told to instruct the Berlin govern- 
ment that if prompt satisfaction is not 
guaranteed Argentina will follow the 
course of the United States and 
Brazil and will arm its ships against
